cholee loais uniess lower rates ol Interest
nre granted, the privilege of paylne tho
principal earlior Lhan five yoars and other
concessions,

This uppenrs to ba a healthy indication

\ noa leaves three slternatives for the investor
nd componies to accept. irst, the lender
st content himselt with s lower ruto of

futerest. n rate copnsistont with absolute
sufetys or seécond, he must recognize that in
msisting on higher rates (L is odly fair that
he should nssume whatever eloment of risk
there may be as portains to the payment of
principnl or interest, asking nought from the
comnpany or individunl who places his loin
othnrwise than with compotent manageimnsnt,
gorad faith uod conservatism, or third, snd
lustly, the company must dispensoe with
thee iddlemen or spents, leaving the
luvestor to  deal mora alroet with the com-
pnuy und  borrower and thus save commis
siona,

The ecouses which directly lead to theso
complaints of more money than borrowers
art stated to be the competition of the luren
fnsouranco computiies who ire offaring  ehoap
mouey, and tho refusal of borrowers Lo
longer poy comiissions, But thera are
ressuns more potent than these which undor.
lie tho situation, and have for somo time been
gradunlly leading the mortgago business o
the position it s now assumed.

Iirat, among these may bo cited the reso-
Iite purpose of borrowors overy where in the
west to liguidute their indebtedness, to elear
up the obligntions incurred during  the
enrlier periods of development and on which
high vates of lofjorest are chiarged, 'I'hoy
are tired of paying 8 snd 10 por cent now
Lt the inequality between rates east and
wist has grown loss, ‘They are awars that
they can procure cheaper money, that io-
vostors enst are satisficd with lower rates;

A careful oxamination of the bank clear
ings of Omahe for the past few months
would bring out some interosting facts, In
December, 1801, the baok clearings reachod
the nbighest poiot  of that  vear, the
total being #21,644,770, InJanuary of the
rosent year thore wis o galn  nmount-
ng to about 00,000, Then cama
the heavy spring rains of Apriland May

Lpon teade.  Duoring those months the clear-
jnps showed a decrease ns compaved with
tho fiest month of the vear, Still the totals

wore very much la excess of those for the
corresponding months of 1501,

Improvement In business. The trade which
bad beon beld back in Apml and Moy
e on with u rush, nnd Lho

cleariogs renched the highest point touched
in the history of the city, As the June re-
tuil business of tho ety was not overly goaml,
while the jobbors were rushed to death with
orders, It s siafo to nssumo thut the increaso
i the elearings wos oaidly due to the
growth of the jobbing trade,

July s usunlly s dull month both in retail
and jobbing circles, and it would be only
natural to expeet o decresse in the cleurines.

AS DUN SEES IT.

Omnhn's Treade Sullforing Because of Delay
In Prablic Worlos,

Following is W, H, Roberson's view of the
loenl trade situation for July from tho stand-
point of K, G. Dun & Co's mercantilo
npency, of which he is vhe local manager:

Retail trade 1o the city is bottor than a
vear ago, but nobl as prosperous ns wWins an-
ticipnted. Io many lines trado is unprofit-
able, Tho smualler retailers appoar to ve
delug better, judging from the condition of
their bank accounts, but  the  lack
of public work and absenco ot
oter Inarge wage-employing enterprises
has very materially Ioterfered with results,
Coiicctions, nowever, are  better than condi-
tions would inaicate. Small buyers nre pav-
ing ensh more than formerly. The larger
dry goods houses expect very dull times in
July owing to ubsence of the battor eluss of
customers at distunt summer resorts,  They
have not veen disappolnted in this particou-
lar.

Itenl estate coctinues dall and builders say
thut July has been warkod by an apseuce of
work 1n thelr line. The losu]l dealors in
builting material of all kinds find httle
canse of congratulation over presont condi-
tions or prospecis in the city, though the
damand remains strosg from outside points,

Among the jobboers there 18 o very much
brtier feeling,

Cirocers buve had aromarkable July with
trade 10 to 30 per cont boatter than o yvenr ngo,

Hardwnare continues in good demand with
orders coming in faster thun goods can be
shipped. Priees 1o shell hardware have
rulad lower than A year ogo but the volume
ol sales has been lavgely lonerecasod and with-
in a few days prices havo stiffened notice-
ably, The guin in volume ranges from 18 to
25 per cent over July, 15U Heavy tord-
wara is nigher and trade very satisfactorily
—eousidarably ahoad of lust yoar,

T'he dewlers in boots and shoes witliont ex-
ception repurt n very parked hnprovement
over July, 1541, ranging sll the way frow 20
Lo {5 per cent fnecease,

At the deng bhouses trade for July is
reportod no better than inst year butb collec
tions ave satisfactory wod the promise for the
vear is good.

The clotbing mon siate that July trade has
surprised thom potwithstanding the heat
and thele orders foe fall goods are coming in
rapidly. The doslors in hats and cups report
similar conditions,

Dey goods people fnd trade affected un-
favorauly by the weather and n rather unex-
pected talling off 1n collections, but the
month will show & galn ol from 12!, to 42 per
cont over out vear ago. However, July is
never o very satisfactory month from which
to form conclusions in this line.

WHY THEY DON'T PASS.

An Army Omeer Telis of the Examination of
West Polnt Apphionnts.

Speaking of the large percentage of
applicants  to the military school au West
Poiot who fail to pnss an examination en-
titling them to entor, a prowminent officer at
thie army headquarters said:

“Yes, it is true that a lariee percentage of
those who apply for admission to West Paint
farl 1o obtaln covtificontes becaunse their exnm-
Inntions nronot satlsfac ory, A laree prapor-
tion of them have, It i true, takon Lhe
local examination bofore the board appointed
by the colgressmon of the various districts
from which the young men huve come, but
these loeal oxaminutions ure not as thorough
as that through which the appllcant s
obliged to pass at West Point.  Then there
are a fow of the appllicants who have not
taken any pretiminury or loeul exowing-
tion prior to the examluntion for
ndmission to West [olut, They have
been appointed by tho congressmen  of
their districts without any competitive
effort whatever, und when they come in con-
tact with the examinipg boscd at Woest
Polot they are knoecited out in short order,

“[think the examinations for ndmission to
Waost Point are rigud, but they are poerfectly
fair. I o young man falls to pass it is on
account of imperfect traming In the com-
mon  braoches of our common school
course, The fact that so many fail is, I
think, 4 severe commontary upon the high
school training of ovr country. Lok ut
this report of tha board of wisitora for
1888,"" anil he took o large volume out of his
book case. “*Here are the questions that
were asked and answered by some of the
poorest that were admitted. Lsok that over
a momont.'

Iu one ol the papers, sald to be poorest that
passed, the following words were spelled in
this munuer: Alcabol, counterfit, equivocsal,
fdoiotry, fesbliest and bounderies. And yet
this applicant was admitted,

“I think it was found to be the rule,” said
the ofMicer, “that more applicants fall in
arithmetic and spelling than in anything
else, Justlook at some of the answers to
thoso guastions in arithmone.’

Here is a samplo problem—A tube ean be
filled by a pipe in forty mioutes and can be
emotiea by 8 waste pipe In sixty
minutes, How long will It tuke
10 il twe  tuno  0f both  pipes
are leftopen.  Ono young man submitted an
areay of figures that he scemed to bolleve
proved thatthe tabe would be Hlied in Hfty
minutes. Ancthor thought it would tako
about elghty mioutes and a third nguraed
that it would reguire just  two hours
to il tho tubo  with both pipes
doing their best,

In history, compositlon and geography tho
papers submitted in the report showed many
glaring errora and were sufficieat to remove

any surprise that the applicants boad not
pussoil,
